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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): Regarding claims 1-11, Applicant contends that the 
specification is enabling for a processor configured to automatically supply the medical administration device with a treatment guideline. 
This argument is found persuasive, and thus the rejection of claims 1-11 under 35 U.S. C. 112, first paragraph, is withdrawn. 

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding claims 1 and 1 1 , Applicant contends 
that Bocionek fails to show the supplying of medical devices with revised treatment guidelines and further goes on to add that the examiner 
has more broadly interpreted the term 'instruction' to be that of 'guideline.' However, this argument is not persuasive. The first point is that 
no special technical definition is provided within the specification for "guideline." Thus, the broadest reasonable definition has been given, 
in accordance with that of any guide of a future course of action. Decision functions, 15 and 17, determine optimal drug dosage to be 
applied as previously noted at [0027]. Bocionek also indicates the functions act to generate prompts, medication selection guidance, and 
warnings through alert and guidance display elements [0022], thus forming a "guideline." Regarding claim 23, Applicant contends that the 
medication device does not have an alarm or a library of appropriate parameters. However, this argument is not persuasive. Specifically at 
[0026], Bocionek states that alarm function 29 generates an alarm based on individual, composite, or weighted composite vital signs from 
units 81-87 ("medication device"). In view of the foregoing, the rejection of claims 1-6, 8-17 and 19-23 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) citing 
Bocionek is maintained. 
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
